RICHMOND  BY-LAWS. 

DELTA  BY-LAWS. 

A BY-LAW 

I<'or  Rnlsing  a Municipal  Revenue, 

'\TT  HEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  pi-o- 
VV  vide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Munici- 
pality of  the  Township  of  Richmond  for  the  current 
year,  and  to  provide  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  to  pay  interest  and  sinking  fund  as  required 
by  the  provisions  of  the  “ Richmond  Loan  By-law, 
1893 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted, 
bv  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
Township  of  Richmond  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  “ Richmond  Revenue  By-law,  1892,”  is 
hereby  repealed,  provided  such  repeal  shall  not  affect 
the  right  of  the  Corporation  to  recover  any  or  all 
delinquent  taxes  due  under  the  provisions  of  said  by- 
law. 

2.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  tliis  by-law  a 
general  annual  municipal  revenue,  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation,  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “Municipal 
Act,  1892,”  and  amendments  thereto,  from  such 
sources  within  tlie  Municipality  as  are  hereinafter 
enumerated. 

3.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
on  all  real  i)roperty  (including  improvements  thereon) 
except  wild  land,  as  shown  on  the  asse.ssment  roll  for 
the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Municipality,  an  equal 
annual  rate  of  three-tenths  (.3/10)  of  one  per  cent,  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof  as  ap])ears  in  said  roll. 

4.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
on  all  wild  land  in  the  Municipality,  as  shown  by  the 
said  assessment  roll,  an  equal  annual  rate  of  two  per 
cent,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof  as  shown  by  the 
said  roll. 

5.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
annually  within  the  Municipality,  as  shown  by  the 

A BY-LAW  FOR  COLLECTING  A WILD  LAND 
TAX,  1893. 

07HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  levj'  a tax  on  unim- 
YV  proved  land  within  the  limits  of  the  Corporation 
of  Delta  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Delta  : — 

That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law 
there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  on  all  wild 
lands  within  the  said  Corporation,  as  follows  : — 

There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  within 
the  Corporation  of  Delta  an  animal  tax  of  one  and 
one-half  (U)  per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all 
wild  land  within  the  Corporation  limits.  The  words 
“ wild  land”  shall  mean  land  claimed  b}^  any  person 
on  which  there  shall  not  be  existing  improvements  to 
the  value  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per 
acre  ; jirovided  alwaj's,  that  the  value  of  the  improve- 
ments upon  any  parcel  of  the  land  of  auj'  person  in 
the  district  shall  exempt  an  equivalent  number  of 
acres  of  his  land  situate  in  the  same  district  and 
adjoining  to  the  land  whereon  such  improvements 
exist  at  the  rate  aforesaid. 

From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  the 
“ Wild  Land  Tax  Bj'-law,  1883,”  is  hereby  repealed  ; 
provided  always,  that  such  repeal  shall  not  aft'cct  the 
right  of  the  Corporation  to  recover  any  or  all  delinquent 
taxes  due  under  the  provisions  of  said  by-law. 

This  by-law  mav  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Wild  Land  Tax  By-law,  1893.”
